‘The 
exception who throws himself body and 
soul int the work at his hand has many 
cncomiums, but few imitators, Crowds 
throng to a football match to: watch a few 
players, but if it were suggested that the 
crowds stiguld themselves play the game 
instead’ of acting the part of passive on- 
Jookers, the proposal would: be laughed. out 
of court, [nthe same way there are -thou- 
gands to piaise the energetic individual, 
although the very people who are loudest in 
laudation would be the last to follow. the 
pesample. they pretend to appreciate, It 
would seein, indeed, that the vast majority 
are content to remain spectators; the lazi- 
hess or dreamy content of Omar Khayyam 
has come down through the ages, and it 
permeates.the blood of thy present genera- 
ton, «The very few who manage to shake 
off that lassitude are the subjects of admira- 
tion, and are held up as shining lights—but 
there it ends. And even the successful 
man, who by leading the strentious life has 
reached a certain pinnacle of satisfaction, is 
ofty assailed by the doubt whether it is 
worth while after all. Of course, those 
who sland) by sand watch the game 
can tell that) it) is worth while, even 
though they fail tu benefit: by what they 
sec. ‘The question is whether uven at 
schuol it is possible to instil ideas of 
“energy, discipline and selfsacrifice ” that 
will Jast through life. Jt is customary at 
the present timé to leave far too much to 
the school. 
greatest, part of their duty is finished when 
the boys are bundled off to the schoolroom ; 
and Jaments are frequently heard when a 
holiday is’ given to the pupils. After all, 
the school is atraihing ground for the in- 
tellect rather than dhe heart, and although 
the virtues of energy,and push may cven- 
tually be guided by: the ‘intellect they dp tat 
originally spring from tht mind, but from in- 
‘elinaion, precept and example, It is in fact, 
in the home tather than in the school that 
the leading factors which will determine the 
child's career are to be found. .

amend a Measure brought down earlier in the 
session conceining the Seaman‘s Act. The 
earlier bill, 1 was said, tended to legalize the 
practice af crimping, and the second was de- 
signed to meet this‘ objection, Memories of 
the notorious “press gang” and its ‘place 
in the History. and the ‘literature of an 
cutlier generation flash through the mind 
at the word. ‘To find that not only the 
lerm bet the thing itself exists to-day 
will shock m. ny people, and they will be well 
pleased to learn that it has beén in the power 
of parliament to‘fnterfere with its operation, in 
any Canadian port, says the Mail and Empire, 

‘To see crimping at its worstin moder times: 
we must visit Sati Francisco, Readers of “ The 
Sea Wolf” catch a glimpse of the whole disre- 
pulible, outrageous Eusiness ‘in--the opening 
chapters of this notable work, *The'case there 
described is aue of " Shanghaing," a variety of 
the practice. “Shanghaiug" is the name of the
